in the mud and debris has+ been commenced. 
The belief that many were burned ts strengthi- 
ened by the unmistakable odor that rises from 
tlie ashes of the fire on the river bank.

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 2.—Another dispen- 
sary, under Doctors Wakefield, of the Cambia 
Medical society, and Milligan, of the West- 
moreland society, is doing good work. Ddoctor 
Milligan states that theyJocated three hundred 
patients today. They are at the Napoleon 
street dispensary. No surgeons’ instruments 
could be procured in the city until 2 o'clock 
this afternoon.

THE VANDALS AT WORK. 


The Shocking Work of Prowling Thugs— 
Liobbing the Dead, 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 2.— The way of the 
transgressor in the desolated valley of Cone- 
maugh is hard, indeed. -Each hour reveals 
some new and horrible story of suffering and 
outrage. and every succeeding hour brings 
news of swift and merited punishment meted 
out to the fiends who have dared to desecrate 
mangled corpses in thecity of the dead, 
and torture the already half-crazed victims of 
the cruelest of modern catastrophes. <As the 
roads tothe lands around about are opeuved, 
tales of almost indescribable horror 
come to light, and deeds ef the 
vilest nature, perpetrated in the darkness, 
of night, are brought to light. Just as the 
shadows began to fail upon the earth last 
eveniug, a party of thirteen Hungarians were 
noticed 

STEALTHILY PICKING THEIR WAY 
along the banks of the Conemaugh towards 
Sang Hollow. Suspicious of their purpose, 
several farmers armed themselves and started 
in pursuit. Soon their most horrible fears 
were realized. The Hungarians were out for 
plunder. Lying upon the shore they came 
upon the dead and mangled body of a woman 
upon whose person there were a number of 
trinkets of jewelry and two diamond rings. 
In their eagerness to secure the plunder the 
Hungarians got intoasquabble, during which 
one of tlle number severed the fingers upon 
which were the rings, and started on 
the run with his fearful prize. The 
revolting nature of the deed so wrought 
upon the pursuing farmers, who by this time 
were close at hand, that they gave immediate 
chase. Some of the Hungarians showed fight, 
but being outnumbered were compellod to flee 
for their lives. Nine of the brutes escaped, 
but four were literally driven intothe surging 
river and to their death. The inhuman mon- 
ster whose atrocious act has been described, 
was among the number of involuntary suicides. 
IN ANOTHER INCIDENT 

which has just been brought to notice, at 8:30 
this morning, an old railroader, who had 
walked from Sang Hollow, stepped up toa 
numberof a men who were congregated on the 
platform stations at Curanville, and said: 

~ “Gentlemen. had La shotgun with me half an 
hour ago I would now be a murderer, yet with 
no fear of ever having to sufler for my crime. 
Two miles below here I watched three men 
going along the banks stealing jewels from the 
bodies of the dead wives and daughters of the 
men who have been robbed of ali they held 
dear on earth.”’ 

He had no sooner finished the last sentence 
than five burly men, with locks of terrible de- 
termination written on their faces, were on 
their way to the scene of plander, one with a 
coil of rope over his shoulder, and another 
with a revolver in his hand. In twenty min- 
utes, so it is stated, they had overtaken two of 
their victims, who were then in the act of

After the expiration of half 
an hour, the ropes were cut and the bodies 
lowered and carried toa pile of rocks in the 
forest, on the hill above. It is hinted that an 
Alleghany county marshal was one of the 
most prominent factors in this justifiable 
homicide.

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RESTORING LAW AND ORDER. 


Genera! Hastings Takes Possession of the 
City. 

Jounsrown, Pa, June 2.—Adjutant-Gen- 
eral Hastings, N. G. P., and Major Sanger 
have assumed charge of Johnstown. Nothing 
is legal unless it bears his signature. One 
effect of this systematic work is making itself 
felt. One town is guarded by Company H. of 
tke Sixth regiment. Lieutenant Leggett Is in 
command. New members were sworn in by 
him, and they were making excellent soldiers. 
Special police are numerous, and reculations 
are so strict that even the smoking of a cigar 
is prohibited. General Hastings expresses the 
opinion that more troops are necessary. Mr. 
Alexander Hart is in charge of the 
special police. He has lost 
his wife and family. Notwithstanding 
his great misfortune, he is doing the work of 
Hercules in his own way. General Hastings’s 
headquarters are at the Pennsylvania railroad 
depot. A supply depot has been established 
at this poiut, and many needy people are being 
relieved. The bodies that are dug ont of the 
fat lie in the station until the coflin can be 
obtained. They are buried unidentified on 
Prospect Hill. 

THE LOSS TO THE MILLS. 

James McMillan, vice-president of the Cam- 
bria iron works, was met this afternoon. In 
conversation he said: 

“T do not know what our loss is. J cannot 
even estimate, as I have not the faintest idea 
what it may be. The upper millis totally 
wrecked—damaged beyond all repair. The 
lower mill is damaged to such = an 
extent that all the machinery and buildings 
are useless. The mills will be rebuilt imme- 
diately. Ihave sent out orders that all the 
men that can must report at the mill tomor- 
row to commence cleaning up. I do not think 
that the building is insured against flood. The 
great thing we want is to get that mill in op- 
eration again.”’ 

The Gantier wire works was completely de- 
stroyed. They will be rebuilt immediately. 
The works are owned and operated by the 
Cambria Iron company. The buildings will 

immediately rebuilt and put in operation 
as secon as possible. The loss at this point is 
complete. The landon which it stood is to- 
day as barren and desolate as if it stood in the 
midst of the Sahara desert. The Cambria 
iron company loses its great supply stores at 
this point. The damage to the stock alone 
will amount to $50,000. The building was 
valued at $100,000, and isatotal loss. The 
company oflices, which adjoin the store, is 
a handsome structure. It was prétected by 
the first building, but nevertheless, is almost 
totally destroyed. Dartmouth club, at which 
the employes of the works boarded, was car- 
ried away in the flood. It contained many oc- 
cupants at the time. None were saved. The 
estimates of the losses of the Cambria Iron 
company is given at $2,000,000 to #2, 500,000. 
But little of this can be recovered.

SEEN FROM AFAR: 
An Eye-witness to the Destruction of Johns- 
town. 

Jounnstown, Pa., June 2.—Charles Luther 
is the name of the boy who stood on an adja- 
cent elevation and saw the whole tlood. He 
said he heard a grinding noise far up the val- 
ley, and looking up he could see a dark line 
crowing slowly toward him. He saw that it 
was houses. On they come like the hand of 
a giant clearing off his table. High in the air 
would be tossed a log or a dam, 
which fell back with a crash. Down 
the valley it moved slowly, and across the 
little mountain city. For ten minutes noth- 
ing but moving houses was seen, and then the 
waters came with roarand rush. This lasted 
for two hours, and then it began to flow more 
steadily. 

THE PILLAGING OF HOUSES 

in Johnstown is something awful to contem- 
plate anddescrive. It makes one fee! almost 
ashamed to call himself a man, and know that 
others, who bear the same name, 
have converted themselves into human 
vultures, preying on the dead. Men are car- 
rying shot guns and revolvers, and woe be to 
the strangers gwho look even suspiciously at 
any article. Goods of great value are being 
sold in town today for a drink of whisky. 

A supply store has been esteblished in the 
Johnstown. A _ line of 
men, women nnd children extend- 
ing for a square waited patiently to have 
their supplies granted. The school house has 
been converted into a morgue, and the dead 
are being buried from this pe A hospital 
has been opened near by, and is full of patients. 
One of the patients was removed from a piece 
of wreckage in which he had been imprisoned 
since Friday. His leg is broken and his face 
badly vruised. He was delirious when rescued, 
and will not likely recever. 


LOOKING OVER THE GROUND. 
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The Desolation and Terror Graphically De- 
scribed. 

Jounstown, Pa., June 2.—A slide, a series 

f frightful tosses from side to side, a run and 
you had crossed the narrow rope bridge which 
spanned the chasm dug by the waters between 
Stone bridge and Johnstown. Crossing the 
bridge was an exciting task, yet many a wo- 
man accomplished it rather than remain in 
Johnstown. The bridge pitched like a ship in 
a storm. 

Within twe inches of your feet rushed the 
waters of the Conemaugh. There were no 
ropes to easily guide, and creeping was more 
ognvenient than walking. One had to cross the 
Conemaugh at a second point in order to 
reach Johnstown proper. This was accomplished 
by a skiff ferry. The ferryman 

CLUNG TO THE ROPE 
and pulled over. After landing,one walks across 
the desolate sea of mud, in §which there are 
nterred the remains of many human bodies. 
It was once a handsome portion of the town. 
The cellars are filled up with mud, so that the 
person who has never seen the city cam hardly 
imagine that housesever stood where they 
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story frame hovse remains. It was near the 
edge of the wave, and thus escaped. One side 
was taken up, and it hangs to one side, mek- 
ing a picture 6f misery. The walk up tothe 
wrecks of the houses was interrupted in many 
places by 

SMALL. BRANCH STREAMS. 

Occasionally across the flats conld be seen 
the remains of the victims. The stench 
arising from the mud is sickening to the ex- 
treme degree. Along the route were strewn 
tin utensils, pieces of machiney, iron, pipes, 
wares of every conceivable kind of 
store.. In the midst ot the wreck of a clothing 
store a dummy, with hand in position of 
beckoning to a person, stands erect’ and un- 
injured, 

It is impossible to describe the appearance 
of Main street. Whole houses had been 
swept down this one street and become lodged. 
Wreckage is piled high as the second-story 
windows. The reporter could look from the 
wreck into the auditorium of the opera house. 
The rains consist of parts of houses, trees, 
logs, and reels from the wire factory. Many 
houses have their side walls and roofs torn up, 
and you can walk directly into what has 
been second-story bedrooms, or go in by way 
of the top. Further up town a raft of 
logs lodged in the street, and did great damage. 
Tho best description that can be given of the 
general appearance of the wreck is to imagine 
a number of children’s blocks placed closely 
together, and draw your hand through them 
in almost every direction. At the commence- 
ment of the wreckage. which is at the opening 
of a valley of the Conemaugh, one can 

LOOK UP THE VALLEY 
for miles, and not see a house. Nothing stands 
but an old wooden house. 


THE WRECK OF THE KAILROAD. 


The Reports From the Line of the Pennsyl 
vania Kallroad. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 2.—The Pennsy!l- 
vania railroad is now laying tracks from 
Johnstown station washout. A temporary 
bridge is being built, and by tomorrow even- 
ing trains will be run into Johnstown. It 
will be more a maiter of luck than certainty. 
Communication by rail has been established 
between Pittsburg and the end of the stone 
bridge. Assistant Superintendent Trump is 
on the ground, and is authority for this 
news. He knows nothing of the condition 
of the track between Johnstown and Altoona, 
In some places, it is said, the tracks were 
scooped out to a depth of twenty feet. A 
train of cars, all loaded, were run on the 
Conemaugh bridge. They, with the bridge, 
now lie inthe wreckage at this point. The 
Pennsylvania railroad loses thirty-tive engines 
and many cars. 

The Baltimore and Ohio tracks are now 
open, and a train was run to the city 
iree of charge for the passengers at 
1 o’clock today. The mails are getting through 
by means of a course across the mountain. <A 
pony express line has been established. The 
Pennsylvania railroad will 

RUN A LINE OF STAGES 
between Johnstown and Cresson, if the tracks 
are as bad as reported. Messengers were sent 
along the line yesterday. They will make 
their reports in the city offices.

The fire has spread steadily all day, and the 
upper portion of the drift is burning tonight. 
The fire engine is stationed on the river bank 
and a line of hose laid far up the track of tie 
coal mine. The flames tonight are higher 
than ever before, and by its light 
long lines of the curlous can be 
seen along the banks. No od wiil 
be put into service in the morning. Chief 
Brown has ordered the engine to Johnstown 
to go by way of the Baltimore and Ohio. It 
will be held there in order to protect the 
towns should fire break out. The natural gas 
has been shut off, owing to the many leaks in 
Johnstown. No fire is allowed in the city. 
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THE WALLS ARE FALLING. 
The Newspaper Men Mingling With the 
People. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 2.—The wal's of 
many houses are falling. Their crash can be 
heard across the river where the newspaper 
men are located. 

In a Walk through the town today the word 
‘danger’ could be noticed, painted by the res- 
cuers on the walls. The newspaper men are 
indebted to the Greonsburg relief corps for 
their supper. 

Bishop Phelan is in Johnstown tonight. He 
made the perilous trip onthe swing bridge. 
For an old man it wasa dangerous trip, but 
he was bound to make it at ail 
hazards. Fathers Corcoran and Gallagher 
have accompanied him. One of the Catholic 
churches in the town was burned Saturday. 
A house drifted down against it and set it on 
fire. A funeral was being held atthe church 
at the time of the flood. The congregation de- 
serted the church. The body was burned 
with the building. Two large trees 
passed entirely through the brick Catholic 
church located near the center of the town. 
The building still stands, but it is a total] 
wreck. 

Thirteen bodies were taken from the river at 
New Florence, sixteen miles below this point. 
Five were taken to the lockup in town, and 
then brought east to this town. Several were 
placed in rough boxes, and buried 
on the hillside opposite New  Flor- 
euce. Several were recovered below that 
point and brought to Morrell ville. 

500 TENTS ARRIVED 
from Obio tonight in charge of Adjutant Gen- 
eral Axlin. Sixty-five have been put up on 
the hillside, and are now occupied by families. 
General Axlin went on to Johnstown to assist 
Major Angler, who is in charge during General 
Hasting’s absence.

IT WAS TERRIBLE INDEED. 


The Dead, the Dying, and the Agonized 
Living. 

JoHysTowN, Pa., June 2.--When Superin- 
tendent Pitcairn telegraphed to Pittsburg Fri- 
day night that Johnstown was annihilated he 
came very close to the facts in the case, 
although he had not seen the iil fated city. 
To say that Johnstown is a wreck is but 
stating the facts of the case. Nothing 
like it was ever seen in this 
country. Where long rows of dwelling houses 
and business blocks stood forty-etght hours 
ago, ruin and desolation now reign supreme. 
Probably fifteen hundred houses have been 
swept from the face of the earth as completely 
as if they had never been erected. The main 
street from end to endis piled fifteen and 
twenty feet high with debris, and in some 
instances it is as high asthe roofs of the houses. 
This great 1bass of wreckaze fills the street 
from curb to curb, and frequently has crushed 
the buildings in and filled the space of the 
remainder of the terrible calamity. There 
isnot a manin the place who can give 
any reliable estimate of the number of houses 
that have- been swept away. City Solicitor 
Kueln, who should be very good authority in 
this matter, places the number at 1,400. From 
the woolen mill, above the island, to the 
bridge, a distance of probably two miles, a 
strip of territory nearly half a mile in width 
has been swept clean, not a stick of timber or 
one nick on the top of another being left to 
tel! the story. It is the most complete wreck 
that imagination could portray. 

All day long men, women and children were 
plodding about the desolate waste, looking in 
vain to locate the boundaries of their former 
homes. Nothing but a wide -expanse 
of mud, ornamented here and there 
with heaps of driftwood, remained, however, 
for their contemplation. It is perfectly safe 
to say that every house in the city 
that was not located well upon a hill- 
side te either swept completely away or 
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intely necessary. These losses, however, are 
as nothing compared to the frightful 
SACRIFiC BS OF PRECIOUS HUMAN LIVES 

to be seen on every on hand. During this sole 
emn Sunday Jobnstown has been drenched 
with the tears of thestricken motals,and the 
air is filled with sobs and sighs that come frou 
breaking hearts. There are scenes enact 
here every hourand every minute that affect 
all the beholders profoundly. An ntterly 
wretched woman, named rs. Fenn, stood by 
a pool of muddy water, trying to find some 
trace of a once happy home. She was 
hali craved with grief, and her 
were red and swollen. A re 
her side. She raise 
wau and haggard face, and remarked: 

“THEY ARE ALL GONE. 
“Oh, God, be merciful to them. My husband 
and my seven dear little children have been 
swept down with the flood, and I am left alone. 
We were driven by the raging tlood into the 
garret, but the waters followed us there. Inch 
by inch it kept rising, until our heads were 
crashed against the roof. It was death 
to remain, so IL raised the window 
aud one by one placed my 
darlingson some driftwood, trusting to the 
great Creator. As I liberated the last one, 
my sweet little boy, he looked at me and said: 
‘Mamma, you always told me the Lord would 
care forme. He will look after me.’ I saw 
him drift away, with his loving face tarned to- 
ward me and with a prayeron my lips for his 
deliverance, he passed from sight forever. The 
next moment the roof crushed in, and I fHoated 
outside to be rescued fifteen hours later 
from the roof of a house in 
Kernville. If I could only find 
one of my darlings, I could bow tothe will of 
God, but they are all gone. I have lost every- 
thing on earth now, but my life, and I will re- 
turn to my old Virginia home and lay me dowgm 
for my last great sleep.’ 

A HANDSOME WOMAN, 
with hair as black as a raven’s wing, walked 
through the depot where a dozen oe 
inore bodies were awaiting burial, 
Passing from one to another, she finally 
lifted the paper covering from the face of a 
woman, young, and with traces of beauty 
showing through the stains of muddy water. 
With a cry of anguish she reeled backward, te 
be caught by a rugged man who chanced to be 
massing. Inamomentorso she had calmed 
ierself sufficiently totake one more look at 
the features of the dead. She stood gazing at 
the unfortunate as if dumb. Finally 
turning away with another wild burat 
of grief she said: 

“And her beautiful hair all matted, and 
her sweet face so bruised and stained with 
mud and water!”’ 

The dead woman was the sister of the 
mourner. The body was placed in a coffin a 
few minutes later and sent away to its narrow 
house, 

These incidents are but fair samples of the 
scenes familiar to every turn in the strickos 
city.

THE LOSS OF LIFE 


Not Less than 5,000 Veople in Johnstown 
Alone. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 2.—The loss of life 
is simply dreadful. The most conservative 
people declare that the number will reach 
5,000. The streets have been full of men care 
rying bodies tothe various places where they 
await identification, since morning, and the 
work has only begun. Every hour or go, 
forces of men working on various heaps of 
debris, find numbers of bodies buried in the 
wreckage. It is believed that when the 
flames are extinguished in the wreckage 
at the bridge and the same is removed 
that hifhdreds and hundreds of victims will be 
discovered. in fact this seems certain, ag 
dozens of bodies have already been found on 
the outskirts of the huge mass of broken time 
Lers. 

REPORTS FROM OUTSIDE POINTS 
are alsoappalling. Up tonineo’clock tonight 
isO bodies had been embalmed at Nineyah, 
and there is a report that 200 more have been 
discovered half buried in the mud onan island 
between New Florence and the place named. 

At the fourth ward school house over 10¢ 
victims have been laid out for identification, 
In many cases thoy have been recognized, 
while in many more the bodies bear the simple 
word, ‘‘Unknown.’’ Shocking sights have be- 
come so common that they have lost their ter- 
ror, and the finding of a body here and there 
atiracts little or no attention from 
the groat crowds that constantly line the 
river banks, and crowd all the accessible 
places. As this is being written, hundreds of 
mev, women and children are 

SLEEPING ON THE HILLSIDES 
under tents that were sent from Pittsburg and 
other places. The Pennsylvania _ rail- 
road has succeeded in getting a train 
through to the city, and provisions enough te 
meet all immediate wants have arrived, 
It will require seyeral days yet to ascertain 
anything like a definite idea of the loss of 
life, but it will certainly reach up in the 
thousands. Every lour brings fresh evidences 
of the fact that the disaster 
FCLIPSES ANYTHING OF THE KIND 
in the country’s history, and no one can say 
what the final results will be. Later in the 
night a second case of attempted lynching wag 
Witnessed near Kernville. The man was 
observed stealing valuable articles from a 
house. He was seized by a mob, a rope was 
placed around his neck, and he was jerked up 
into the air. The rope was tied to the 
tree, and the would-be lynehers left him. 
The bystanders cut him down before he was 
dead. Theother men did not interfere, and 
he was allowed togo. The man was se badly 
scared that he could not give his name, if he 
wanted to.

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GOLD AROUND GAINESVILLE. 


liow Recent Discoveries Were 


Made. 
From the Gainesville, Ga., Eagle 

Several weeks ago Mr. Tony Merck pur- 
chased a tractof land about two miies from 
this city from Major David Whelchel and Mr. 
James Pass, paying a of the purchase 
money and taking a bond for titles. The 
trade with Mr. Pass for his interest was uncon- 
ditional, but Whelchel reserved the miveral 
interest in his. Shortly after the transaction 
Merck discovered a gold-bearing vein on the 
property. He then went to Major Whelchel 
and informed him of it, and offered 
him an additional amount to re 
linquish the mineral] interest. The proposi- 
tion was accepted, and Merck then sold one- 
half interest in the land toGenera!l Longstreet 
for one thousand dollars, receiving one-half in 
cash. With this money he paid up the balances 
due Whelchel and Pass, and took straight 
deeds to the land. 

After obtaining full titles Merck made a 
more thorough examination of the vein and 
found it contained free gold, as far as he 
opened it. He brought specimens of the ore 
totown and showed it toa number of mining 
experts, who pronounced them very rich, and 
they further express the opinion that if there 
is a sufficient quantity of such ore on the 
property, it will prove very valuable indeed— 
some éstimating it to be worth thousands of 
doilars a ton. 

We have seen some of it crushed and pan- 
ned, and from a small piece weighing only an 
ounce or two, a pennyweight of gold was ob- 
tained. If the vien is large enough and con- 
tinues to yield as wellas itnow promises 
there is no estimating the value of the prop- 
erty; but it yet remains to be seen how much 
there is of it. 

This find has produced quite a flutter of 
excitement here, and Mr. Merck and Ge:.eral 
Longstreet are considered very lucky in get- 
ting possession of such a bonanza.

Eaters of Opium Are Averse to Betraying Them« 
selives—Only the Chinese Purchase the Aqueous 
Extract, Which is Used for Smoking Purposes 


—— = -——— 


‘You would be astonishee to know to what 
subterfuge opium eaters resort to hide their 
infirmity,’’ said a druggist. 

“Are there many in Atianta?’’ 

“Quite anumber. You know that a recont 
enactutent of the legisiature provides a pen- 
alty on the conviction of Jany druggist who 
shall sell opiam or any of its preparations toa 
habitual opium eater.” 

‘And the users evade the law ?’’ 

“Asa matter of course. Why, I know sev- 
eral prominent people in Atlanta—-among 
them one distinguished for his legal attain- 
meonts--who are addicted to the habit. But 
they imagine themselves very cunning in ob- 
taining the drug.”’ 

** How is that ?’’ 

‘Very simple, indeed. One day they come 
tome and purchase a small quantity, and I, 
ormy clerks, are obligedto let them have it. 
Under the law we are required only to keepa 
register of the amount, by whom purchased, 
for what purpose and by whom dispensed. 
Under the latest act we are prohibited from 
selling itto habitual opium eaters. We are 
not always in a position to know just who 
those persons are, and it may be some time 
he fore they call for it again,” 

“How do they get along in the meantime‘ 

“They just goto some other druggist and 
purehase asmall quantity im the same way. 
They never purchase in large amounts, be- 
cause if they should do sothey might be sus- 
pected. In that way they keep.on, and those 
occupying prominent positions, and who have 
plenty of money, are enabled to continue the 
practice without anv fear of the law.’ 

‘Are other drugs use ‘d for similar purposes ?”’ 

“Yes, quinine is one of the drugs in frequent 
use among the ladies. It stimulates and buoys 
them up; and there are many cases where the 
use of that drug has become habitual. I[tisa 
drug that has many desirable properties, and 
to those whoare either physically unable, or 
otherwise disinclined to indulge in stronger 
stimulants, quinine jusi fills the bill.” 

“Is the habitual use of it deleterious‘ 

‘The continued use of any drug is danger- 
ous. Itis just like liquor drinking. If carried 
to an excess, oreven to the point where the 
system is unable to bear up without the use of 
the stimulant to which it has become ac- 
customed, the effects are physically and 
mentally disastrous,’’ 

“How about opium smoking?” 

“T have never seen a case of that 
sort, It is gcnerally understood 
that the Chinese smoke it. It 
there isa regular jointin Atlanta, I do not 
know of its whereabouts.”’ 

‘Do they smoke raw opium ?”’ 

“Oh, no. The opin purchased by the 
Chinese is what is known as the ‘aqueous ex- 
tract.’ It is a resinous looking substance that 
softens and becomes pliable under gentle heat. 
[ have been told that those who purchase it 
for smoking purposes, just roll up little pellets 
of the drug and place it in the bowl of the 
pipe, ignite it, and a few whiffs brings intoxi- 

cation.’ 

“What are the effects?” 

“Similar to opium eating. A kind of stupor 
that lasts long or short, according to the in- 
dulgence. After the nervous excitement 
passes off then follows languor and lassitude, 
headache and a general collapse.’’ 

“You have never observed the Chinamen 
smoking it?” 

“Only in one way.

Both games 
were excellently played, and are worthy of 
publication. Mr. Orchard showed considera- 
ble ingenuity and originality, and essayed a 
move not to be found in the books. The cap- 
tain pressed his attack vigorously, but could 
make no impression on the well-massed forces 
of the local expert.
